WASHINGTON, March 22 
(UP)—A Department of Labor 
official viewed with “guarded 
optimism” today a slight de- 
cline in layoffs among workers 
covered by unemployment com- 
pensation. 

The department reported late 
yesterday that the number of 
new jobless workers applying 
for unemployment _ benefits 
dropped by 29,900 to 410,500 
last week. 

This was the lowest number 
of new claims for any week 
since last December, thus in- 
dicating fewer layoffs among 
the 43,000,000 workers covered 
by unemployment compensa- 
tion. This group comprises 
about two-thirds of the nation’s 
60,000,000 labor force. 

On Other Jobless. 

The department also report- 
ed that the number of work- 
ers drawing unemployment 
compensation after being job- 
less for a week or more edged 
down 7600 to 3.274.800 in the 
week ended March 8. This was

After the measure actually 
reaches his desk, Mr. Eisen- 
hower will have 10 days in 
which to exercise his veto. 

Hope of Democrats. 

Democrats hope that 
veto materializes, it will come 
about April 1. This is the date 
on which Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson has 
ordered price supports on man- 
ufacturing milk dropped from 
the present level of $3.25 a 
hundred pounds to $3.03. 

If this double blow falls on 
the dairy farmers, Democrats 
are prepared to exploit the 
issue to the limit in Senate 
and House’ races in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. 


Farm leaders said they 
doubted Benson would have 
formally ordered the _ dairy 


price support cuts into effect 
April 1, as he did yesterday.

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Too Much Delay Already 


After getting a good start under the guid- 
ance of Senators Joynt and Kinney of St. 
Louis, the bill to expand the powers of the 
Bi-State Agency is beginning to slow down 
in the special session of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture. Instead of voting the bill out favorably 
Wednesday night, the House Committee on 
Governmental Organization postponed action 
until Monday. | 

If, as Representative Lavin of St. Louis 
says, he wants’ more time to study the bill, 
the delay of a few days can be put to good 
use. But if the purpose of the postpone- 
ment is to set snares and traps for the bill, 
then its supporters will need to redouble 
their efforts. The fact that the same com- 
mittee killed the House form of the earnings 
tax legislation is anything but reassuring. 

Two specific objections have been raised 
to the bill which would enable the Bi-State 
Agency to make its revenue bonds more mar- 
ketable. One concerns off-street parking, the 
other the pension status of employes classi- 
fied as railroad workers on the McKinley 
bridge. Each complaint is worth considera- 
tion and an adequate answer. But neither is 
justification for concentrated attacks on the 
bill by either St. Louis parking lot operators 
or the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 

The members of the commission which 
manages the Bi-State Agency have declared 
expressly by formal resolution that they are 
not interested in operating parking lots. Park- 
ing lots are referred to in the bill to make it 
conform to the more comprehensive compan- 
ion statute enacted in Illinois. Speaking as 
a former Circuit Judge, Senator Joynt said 
that any attempt later to put Bi-State in the 
parking lot business over the opposition of 
lot operators could be blocked by litigation. 

As for the objection of the Railroad Broth- 
erhood, it is hard to believe that the small 
number of toll collectors and maintenance 
workers on McKinley bridge, now entitled to 
railroad retirement benefits as employes of 
the Illinois Terminal Association, cannot oth- 
erwise be provided for if the bridge is oper- 
ated by Bi-State. Surely they can be con- 
tinued as railroad employes in some capacity 
satisfactory to all concerned. 

In any event, the problem, while important 
to the employes involved, is small in compari- 
son to the gains that will come from allowing 
the Bi-State Agency to develop as it should 
and to serve the St. Louis area as only it can, 

If this bill is passed and Bi-State can pro- 
ceed with the development of the 3000-acre 
Columbia Bottoms area for the attraction of 
new industries, the additional railroad trans- 
portation facilities required should employ 
the number of workers on McKinley bridge 
several times over. If there are any losses, 
they should be made up many times by the 
gains that a thriving, productive Bi-State 
Agency will bring. ! 

St. Louis has seven State Senators in the 
34 at Jefferson City—practically one-fifth of 
the upper chamber. The city has 18 mem- 
bers of the House out of 157. Since St. Louis 
county is a part of the Bi-State area, its Sen- 
ators and Representatives need to be added 
to the St. Louis delegation to produce an 
even greater legislative strength and impact 
at the State Capitol. Indeed the legislators 
from St. Charles and Jefferson counties ought 
also to be counted in. 

Let the St. Louis and St. Louis county dele- 


gations give the Bi-State bill the backing-it..

Prices Still Go Up 


Economists have noted that this is a strange 
recession lacking the usual solitary benefit 
of lower prices. According to the latest Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics report, this was still 
true up to mid-February. 

The cost-of-living rose two tenths of 1 per 
cent in four weeks, to a new record 3.2 per 
cent higher than a year ago. But the rise was 
not large, and it is accounted for mostly by a 
rise in food costs of 4.5 per cent. These in 
turn were affected by seasonal conditions in 
crops and livestock. 

Thus the nation has declining employment, 
declining production, declining consumption 
—and still higher prices, Those people who 
suffer during inflation—teachers and others 
on fixed salaries and pensioned persons—are 
still suffering. So far the slump has been 
of no help to anybody. 

It seems most likely, however, that prices 
in this country will soon begin to catch up 
with the economic decline if that decline con- 
tinues. This is so because the cost of living 
rise is largely explainable by special factors, 
and because the cost of living index always 
lags behind other economic indicators, and 
more specially because buyer resistance is 
bound to develop with decreased purchasing 
power. 

The Eisenhower Administration, deliberat- 
ing on a tax cut and public works, is still 
greatly concerned about inflation. But it is 
the recessionary aspect of the slump that in- 
creasingly calls for federal action.

‘Lots of Work’ for the President 


The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
is getting more and more testimony on the 
necessity of American foreign aid, economic 
and military. Yet as Republican Senator 
Aiken said, President Eisenhower “has lots 
of work to do” with Republicans in Congress 
if sharp cuts in his $3,900,000,000 aid propo- 
sal are to be avoided. 

The Senator made the remark after only 
15 Senate Republicans voted against a propo- 
sition to deny the President authority to trade 
surplus commodities to any nation which will 
not promise to support Russia or any other 
Communist government in case of war. The 
amendment, proposed by Republican Sena- 
tors Bridges and Jenner, was obviously di- 
rected against aid to Yugoslavia and Poland, 
It was favored by 22 Republicans. Fortunate- 
ly, it was defeated by a 53-to-24 vote. But. it 
should be a cause for concern to the White 
House that all but two of the votes in favor 
of the restriction were those of Republican 
Senators. 

The issue reflected the all-or-nothing atti- 
tude of congressional stand-patters toward 
the satellites. Its lack of logic has been ex- 
posed often enough. It would make leaders 
like Tito and Gomulka utterly dependent on 
Moscow, instead of encouraging them in their 
independence. True, their break with the 
Kremlin is not as complete as it might be. 
There should be recognition, however, of the 
circumstances which make this impossible, 
especially for Poland. 

Foreign aid is a primary weapon in the 
contest for men’s minds. A result favorable 
to the United States is hardly to be gained 
by turning these nations toward the Krem- 
lin. The President understands this. A ma- 
jority of the members of his own party also 
should understand it. 
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Hail to the Librarians 


Writing in the current Atlantic Monthly, 
Catherine Drinker Bowen tells how much of 
her success as a biographer and historian is 
due to “My Friends, the Librarians.” She 
quotes a young lawyer as saying: “When l 
go into a really good library, things happen 
to me.” Adds the author of “The Yankee 
From Olympus”: “For the librarians there 
could be no. tastier compliment and none 
more true.” We would be a rank ingrate if 
we did not join in the special national tribute 
being paid to librarians and library workers 
generally just now. Times without number 
we have turned to the Public Library and 
particularly to the special departments such 
as reference, art and applied science. Always 
the good keepers come up with the informa- 
tion, be it name or date or title or quotation, 
however elusive, or photograph or picture. 
We have sung to them in solo before and it is 
a pleasure to lift our voice now in chorus as 
it swells out across the country. 


Valley and Riverfront Jobs 


The Aldermen earned congratulations by 
their prompt and enthusiastic 27-to-1 approval 
of the Mill Creek Valley slum clearance proj- 
ect. And a special bow goes to Alderman 
Clinton T, Watson and his Housing and Land 
Clearance committee for getting action be- 
fore adjournment of the aldermanic session. 

This redevelopment — together with the 
plaza project, the riverfront national park and 
such lesser undertakings as the planetarium 
just approved by the City Plan Commission 
for a site opposite the Jefferson Memorial in 
Forest Park—will radically enhance the city’s 
appearance, its residential and educational 
facilities and its opportunities for industrial 
employment. 

The promptness of the Aldermen enables 
the Land Clearance and Redevelopment Au- 
thority to make immediate application for a 
$50,000,000 federal loan and grant, and to 
begin acquisition of property in the 465-acre 
area within the next few months. Since it 
may take as long as three years to buy the 
whole site, the project may not open up as 
much employment in the near future as some 
seem to expect. 

The riverfront park is more likely to pro- 
vide jobs in the current period of unemploy- 
ment. That is why it is difficult to under- 
stand why its wisdom at this time is being 
questioned by some St. Louisans. These peo- 
ple argue that the nation and the city cannot 
afford the expenditure in the midst of an eco- 
nomic downturn. Actually, it would be diffi- 
cult to plan a project better suited to the 
times. Almost all of the money in its initial 
phases—grading the site and relocating the 
elevated railroad tracks—will be for labor. 
One of the ideas behind the concept when it 
was first formulated a quarter of a century 
ago was relief of unemployment. And it can 
serve that purpose just as well today. 

The work should be all the more welcome 
for this incidental benefit. But both the riv- 
erfront and the Mill Creek Valley projects 
offer much more permanent values. They 
will help through the years to make St. Louis 
a better place in which to work and to live.

Financing Prosperity for Missouri 


State Needs Tax Withholding, Other Reforms to Promote Its Growth

What is perhaps even more im- 
portant is the fact that in Missouri 
the so-called progressive tax is much 
less progressive than that in most 
other states. While in Missouri the 
people with the highest incomes pay 
a state income tax of less than four 
per cent of their adjusted income, 
in Minnesota, for example, 10 per 
cent is paid on taxable income in 
excess of $20,000. 


In recent years, much public dis- 
cussion has centered around the fact 
that Missouri income taxes are 


evaded by many people. Comparing 
federal and. state income tax returns 
is not a foolproof method, particu- 
larly in a state like Missouri with 
its two major cities located at the 
state’s boundaries. In order to mini- 
mize the opportunities to evade Mis- 
souri income taxes another method 
can be relied on, i. e., the withhold- 
ing of income taxes at source. 


Federal income taxes have been 
withheld for many years. The main 
reason for the federal government 
instituting this procedure was one 
of getting on a “pay as you go” basis. 
Since federal income taxes amount 
to large amounts.on an annual basis, 
this method helps spread payments 
over a twelve month period. Thus, 
the objectives for withholding fed- 
eral and state income taxes are 
quite different. 

Business and industry have long 
opposed state income tax withhold- 
ing, claiming that it would consti- 
tute a heavy clerical burden on the 
employer. Nevertheless by 1956 
eleven states had adopted withhold- 
ing and some other states are seri- 
ously considering it. 

Three methods are used for com- 
puting the amount to be withheld. 
Oregon, for instance, requires the 
withholding of a flat percentage of 
every pay check; Colorado withholds 
a percentage of the amount withheld 
for federal taxes; and Vermont pro- 
vides the employer with tables or 
forms similar to those used for fed- 
eral withholding. The latter method 
is the most cumbersome from an ad- 
ministrative viewpoint. 

There is no reason why the state 
cannot compensate employers for ex- 
pense incurred in withholding. In 
such a case, even a complex method 
could be used combining the advan- 
tages of reducing the chances of tax 
evasion and bringing the taxpayer on 
a pay as you go basis. Otherwise, if 
the main purpose of withholding is 
to make sure that everybody em- 
ployed in Missouri is known to the 
tax collector, it would be sufficient 
to have employers submit a copy of 


their payroll on a monthly basis, or 
withhold a token amount, e. g. $1.00 
a month, 

There is evidence that industry 
and commerce in deciding where to 
locate are not so much concerned 
with low taxes as they are with high 
service levels. Employers today are 
vigorously competing for engineers, 
chemists, salesmen, etc., and their 
chances to attract employes are en- 
hanced if these people can be prom- 
ised work in pleasant communities 
with good schools and fine recrea- 
tional facilities. 

Missouri does not appear to be 
aware of this new trend, The relative 
importance of Missouri, in terms of 
population or labor force, has been 
steadily declining ever since 1870. 
While in 1870 four and one-half per 
cent of the people in the United 
States lived in Missouri, this per- 
centage declined to two and one- 
half per cent in 1957. There are very 
few states in this country that have 
encountered a more serious decline 
in relative importance. Interestingly 
enough this decline happened at a 
time when Missouri had about the 
lowest taxes in the country. 


Activities designed to offer more 
and better public services so as to 
establish an environment  attrac- 
tive to industry and commerce are 
costly. They would make tax in- 
creases necessary. However, once 
industry and commerce have been 
attracted and have located and ex- 
panded their facilities in the state, 
the initial outlay of public funds 
will pay handsome dividends. Not 
only will the people of the state 
find more employment and business 
opportunities and prosper, but more 
plants, warehouses and stores mean 
more tax sources. 

There is evidence that in many 
cases industry and commerce will 
pay more than their share for State 
and particularly for local govern- 
ment services. Consequently the in- 
creased tax sources can ultimately 
mean more public funds without 
higher taxes. 


Wallace on World Trade From the Kansas City Times 


Henry A. Wallace made a telling 
point in his Des Moines speech when 
he compared conditions today with 
those in the ‘20s following World 
War I. 

He noted that in that earlier era, 
this country was a creditor nation 
and that our exports were ex 
our imports in value. 
States raised its tariffs, thereby mak- 
ing it increasingly difficult for other 
nations to sell their products on our 
shores. 

They couldn't earn dollars to buy 
from us and as a result two-way 
trade almost dried up. We suffered 


as well as the remainder of the 
world. Addressing the Iowa farm 
audience, Wallace recalled the effect 
of the collapse in world trade on 
farm prices; they plunged to the bot- 
tom of the barrel. Today the World 
War II boom is over. The United 
States, still a creditor nation, is ex- 
porting far more than it imports. Un- 
employment is rising in the United 
States and sentiment is growing for 
increasing tariffs to protect Amer- 
ican industry. 

The choice is a tough one, but 
President Eisenhower has recom- 
mended extension of the reciprocal 


trade agreements. He asks also for a 
continuation of liberal economic aid 
abroad. Wallace observed that the 
President is not, as was the case in 
the '20s, meekly accepting depress- 
ion-breeding higher tariffs. 

Our export business is tremen- 
dously important, particularly to 
farmers.

St. Louis pastors that he now 
is able to make many fruitful 
contacts with parents from the 
working class who take their 
babies to the catehdral and 
must take instructions before 
the baptism. 


“We perform 60 per cent of 
all marriages, and bury very 
nearly the whole population,” 
he said. 


“I wish you would please ask 
your American doctors to stop 
talking about ‘socialized medi- 
cine’ in England. We don’t have 
socialized medicine. Our Na- 
tional Health Service act was 
instituted by both political par- 
ties, and no party would dare 
touch it. It has the overwhelm- 
ing support of the people. No 
longer is illness a major dis- 
aster in low-income or middle- 
income families. We are all 
behind our health program.” 

The British churchman was 
the preacher, Monday through 
yesterday, at the noonday serv- 
ices of the Metropolitan Church 
Federation at Christ Church 
Cathedral.

ring time. 

Akins Waits for Opening. 

Virgil was behind on the 
score cards of Referee Harry 
Kessler and the two judges at 
the end of the fifth round. 
Kessler, also a St. Louisan, 
had given Akins only the first 
round while the two judges | 
had given him only the third, 
The others were in favor of Lo- 
gart. 

But Akins was going for the 
big punch almost from the 
start and not wasting his time 
in futile flurries. He planned 
to wait for Logart to leave an 
opening and when he did, 
Akins smashed home a left to 
the body which sent the Cuban 
to the floor for a count of eight. 

When Issac got up, Virgil 
went after him with everything 
he had and smothered him 
with combination punches. Lo- 
gart sagged against the ropes 
and into a sitting position on 
the lower strand. He didn't 
hit the floor, but Kessler ruled 
it a knockdown and tolled off 
another count of eight 

When he arose, Kessler per- 
mitted the bout to go on brief- 
ly. However, it was apparent 
that Logart was unable to de- 
fend himself—he was taking 
severe punishment with his 
hands dropped to his side — 
Kessler halted the contest. 

The match was the first in 
the draw among the three sur- 
vivors of the. tournament to 
decide the successor to Carmen 
Basilio, who vacated his wel- 
terweight title when he moved 
up into the middleweight ranks 
after defeating Ray Robinson 
for the 160-pound crown.

Power Wins Over Speed. 

Both Akins and _ Logart 
weighed 14554 pounds and it 
had been conceded by the St 
Louisans’ camp that Virgil 
would have to win decisively 
because Logart was speedier 
and the better boxer. 

Akins in the,past had been 
something of a slow starter 
and lost a bout to Logart in 


1955 largely because of that 
reason. Previously he had 
beaten the Cuban, so last 


night’s meeting was the rub- 
ber match. 

Virgil went right to work 
from the opening gong and 
while Logart hit him far more 
frequently, Akins was getting 
home the better blows. They 
were not enough to overcome 
Logart’s lead, as is evidenced 
by the scoring. 

The -St. Louis boxer, how- 
ever, skillfully bided his time. 
After the fight he said he knew 
all along that his punches were 
slowing Logart. 

It was an exceptionally clean 
bout, with Referee Kessler 
breaking the men out of 
clinches only a few times. He 
said later that he could re- 
member touching them only 
once—in the first round. 

“After that, they were on 
their own,” Kessler said. 

The attendance for the na- 
tionally televised broadcast 
bout was about 5000 with re- 
cepits of $15,000. 

Logart and Akins each were 
guaranteed $20,000, one of the 
largest purses either had ever 
received.
